A huge outbreak of shooting \ 
erupted tonight in Mashhad and 
eyewitnesses" there reported that 
some troops had deserted. Sou- 
rces there said many people had 
died in the fighting. They also said 
a large number of troops had joi- 
ned "the ranks of the anti-Shah 
protesters in the streets. 

The official Iranian radio rep- 
orted “heavy clashes" in Mas- 
hhad, but did not give details. 

Eyewitnesses inside the city's 
Imam Reza Hospital told Reuters 
by telephone tonight that troops 
were pouring gunfire on the hos- 
pital because rioters who set fire to 
an army food depot and stole food 
supplies had taken refuge in the 
buildinc.

U.K. firm wins J.D. 37 m 

contract

AMMAN. Dec. 30 - The British 
firm. George Wimpey. has won 
what is probably the biggest single 
contract ever issued in Jordan — 
for construction of the main civil 
works al the Arab Potash Com- 
pany's Dead Sea projeci. A com- 
pany spokesman said that a formal 
agreement on the JD 36.S million 
contract will be signed within the 
next few days and work on the 
three year project will start early- 
next month. 

The British firm, which won the 
contract against intense int- 
ernational competition, will be 
required to construct 55 fcms of 
dykes to act as the walls fora series 
of enormous solar evaporation 
pans sited on the mud flats at the 
southern end of the Dead Sea. The 
pans cover an area of about 10U 
square Jems, and will evenruaJJy 
produce 1.7 million tons of potash 
a year. 

The pans are to be paved with 
salt derived from Dead Sea brine. 
But the tricky part of the con- 
struction job will be to balance the 
four-merre-high dykes on some of 
the softesr mud ever used in eng- 
ineering. 

The civil works contract also 
includes the construction of the

canal and pumping system winch 
is used to convey sea water to the 
evaporation puns from an intake 
one km. off shore and ten kms. to 
the north of the main part of the 
project. Once the mineral-rich 
brine is pumped inro the solar 
pans, it is allowed to evaporare 
under the hear of the sun until it 
starts to deposit a substance called 
camallite. The white crystals are 
then scraped out of the pans and 
fed off to a refinery —for which the 
main contract has yet to be 
awarded— where it is purified into 
potash, to be used as a fertiliser. 

The design stage of rhe project, 
which is one of the biggest of its 
kind in the world and is due to cost 
a total of about S450 million, is 
now complete A S24 million con- 
tract has already been awarded to 
the South Korean firm. Shin 
Soung. for construction of a tow- 
nship on a barren plateau ove- 
rlooking the Mia which will eve- 
ntually ’house around 3.0(10 peo- 
p!e 

Finance tor the project has now- 
been raised. The Arab Potash 
Company has an equity capital of 
SI 89 million, of which a 51 per 
cent share is held by the Jordanian 
government. Additional finance is 
being raised mainly in the form of 
soft interest loans from Arab 
funds. USAID and the World 
Bank.

U.S. denies task force plans 

WASHINGTON. Dec; 30 
(R) — The United States today 
denied it was planning to move an 
aircraft carrier task force into the 
Gulf if the situation in Iran det- 
eriorated further. 

U.S. officials said the carrier 
Constellation and its escort ships 
were expected to leave Subic Bay 
in the Philippines later today, but 
they would not say* whether the 
departure of the taskforce was 
directly related to developments 
in Iran. 

They stressed that no decision 
had been taken for the task force 
to leave the South China Sea. but 
left open the possibility that it 
could be ordered to head tow ards 
Iran. 

State Department spokesman 
Tom Reston said in a statement: 
•'rumours about the movement nf 
an aircraft carrier task force into 
the Gulf are flatly incorrect. No 
such movement ha" i ever been dis- 
cussed with the President." 

Moscow reported 
interested in 
buying Saudi oil 

BEIRUT, Dec. 30 (R)-Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev has 
told Saudi Arabia that his country 
would like to buy Saudi oil and 
have diplomatic relations with the 
Riyadh government, an Arabic 
newspaper reported today . 

The paper, the Paris-based An 
N’ahar Arab and International, 
gave no source fur iis report. 

Saudi Arabia does mu’ main tuin 
diplomatic relations with any 
communist country . 

The newspaper reported that 
twc» leading Arabs who tisited 
Moscow before the Arab summit 
in Baghdad early last month had 
conveyed two messages, one wri- 
tten and one verbal, from Mr.

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Our resolution 

Apparently, the leaders of Israel have made their New 
Years resolutions. Mr. Begin's resolution for 1979 is that 
“a Palestinian State will never be established" in the West 
Bank. Mr. Dayan's resolution is that at least 20 new Jewish 
settlements will be built in the Jordan Valley over the next 
four years. The resolution of the supremo of Israel's occ- 
upation forces. Major General Orly, is that the military 
government shall not be abolished in the occupied ter- 
ritories, even if the Camp David accords are put into effect. 

And so. with the '‘year of Camp David ” safely behind 
them, the Israelis are back in their usual business: the 
business of defying the world to try and stop their det- 
ermination to conquer, occupy and absorb the Arab hom- 
eland. 

Now that all the cheers have died, and the embraces 
have wilted and the euphoria has faded, we find that the 
forces of Zionism are very much still about the business of 
driving people from their homes and depriving them of 
their national identity. 

But they should know that there is a fresh resolve on 
the Arab side as well. The aggrieved parties in the Middle 
East conflict have not sat idly by during the tedious months 
of 1978 while Israel, the United States and Egypt have 
been tinkering with their rickety Camp David framework. 

This time has been used to forge a new unity in the 
Arab World, to hammer out a sweeping consensus and to 
find new strength of purpose to confront a conspiracy 
which aimed to divide Arab ranks, formalise Israeli occ- 
upation and liquidate the Palestinian issueonce and for all.

Arab territories and to recognise the legj^ ,iale n £ hts of the 
Palestinian people.” 

Along the same lines. AL that anyone who 
reads Mr. Begin’s statement 10 wh,ch he tried to show 
Israel’s willingness to resiyi^e deadlocked peace negotiations 
while insisting on reject any amendments to the draft peace 
treatv-would” immedSwely realise that these statements are the 
start’of a campaign in the mass media to counter Washington's 
and Cairo's charges that Israel is responsible for the failure of the 
peace effort. 

The newspaper feels that the conflicting positions of Egypt 
and Israel on the question of self-rule arc impossible to reconcile 
unless one party makes concessions to the other. The differences 
are not over phraseology but concern the essence of the two 
parties positions, the newspaper says.

Changing

(This is the second of two articles 
based on a recent tour by our rep- 
oner with the desen police in the 
nonhem and northeastern hadia 
regions of Jordan.) 

The eastern region, under the 
command of Capt. Mohammad 
Ibrahim, includes eight desert pol- 
ice posts, two of which have ten 
camels for mobile patrols. 

Nobody knows the exact pop- 
ulation of the vast eastern region. 

The police estimate it to be around 
20,000 people.but the emigration 
of bedouin tribes because of the 
lack of water makes the com- 
pilation of demographic statistics 
a difficult, if not impossible, task. 

One of the focal points of the 
eastern region, along the Syrian- 
iraqi-Saudi Arabian border areas, 
is the 4th Century castle of Burga', 
which overlooks a huge natural 
pool in a depression that covers 
about 12 square kilometres. When 
.the pool fills up after a good, wet 
winter, to a depth of nearly five 
metres, the water is sufficient to 
last five years. When this happens, 
bedouin tribes numbering tens of 
thousands will gather around the 
pool to secure their water supplies 
for themselves and their animals. 

But the Burga' pool is -nearly 
empty today, a testimony to the 
last five dry seasons. 

And when there is little water, 
there are fewer and fewer people 
who can make a living in the badia. 

This naturally reflects on the ava- 
ilability of recruits for the desert 
police force, according to 1st Lt. 

Abdul Aziz Mohammad, com- 
mander of the northern police dis- 
trict. 

“It's becoming harder to get 
new recruits to join the desert pol- 
ice.*’ he says, “because of the des- 
ire of younger men to receive an 
education in the cities, and bec- 
ause they are then attracted by- 
higher paying jobs outside the 
badia." 

Couldn't the police have bed- 
ouin women take up more pos- 
itions in the police posts, to leave 
more men to go out on patrol? 

That’s not really feasible, he 
says. But local women are brought 
in when required, to body ses-ch a 
woman who may have .fwen det- 
ained or arrested by the police. 

The colourful uniform of the- 'ipment.-ail of which is physically 
desert police. has not changed attached ^ the uniform,

the 1920s. The uniform was ori- 
ginally designed for the Arab Leg- 
ion force set up under the Emir 
Abdallah. The uniform was esp- 
ecially designed to resemble the 
bedouin's traditional clothing, to 
be more attractive to new recruits, 
who might feel uncomfortable 
wearing trousers and shirts. 

Each policeman carries a Smith 
& Wesson .58 handgun, wrapped 
in a bright red cloth ro protect it 
from the desert dust and sand. The 
pisto* is attached to the uniform by 
a red shoulder cord. 

A whistle hangs from the belt, 
while bullets for the handguns and 
the M- 1 *1 rifles are packed into the 
wide belt worn horizontally across 
the chesL A locally made knife 
completes the officer's cqu-

Police dept, to get 

dogs, patrol units 


AMMAN, Dec. 30 (JNA)-The 
Amman Police Department is to 
enlist dogs in the fight against 
crime, the department s Director 
Col. Yusuf Gharaiybeh ann- 
ounced here today. 

He told a press conference that 
the new measures included in an 
overall preventive plan to curb 
criminal activities also involve the 
employment of 25 patrol units to 
rove the streets each night. 

Referring to his department’s 
activities. Col. Gharaiybeh said 
police yesterday broke up a gang 
of robbers who used to run a store 
containing 200 stolen electrical 
appliances and another gang spe- 
cialised in stealing cars. He said 
police cars are now roving in sub- 
urban areas where they make sure 
that stores and warehouses are 


locked and warn their owners to 
take precautionary measures aga- 
inst thefts. 


police “posts”— the permanent 
post, of the kind we visited, and 
“mobile" posts in which pol- 
icemen travel throughout the reg- 
ion attached to nomadic bedouin 
tribes. 

The modern tel- 
eco mm unications equipment with 
which the desert police force is 
equipped - today makes its task 
much easier than it was in past 
decades. All patrols are in touch 
with the posts through wireless 
sets, and all the 31 desert police 
posts are in touch with the hea- 
dquarters in Amman via radio. 

The original purpose of the des- 
ert police was to provide security, 
to help stop tribal warfare, and to 
provide a means by which the tri- 
• bes in the badia recognised the 
authority of the central ; gov- 
cjpment in Amman. 

Clearly, the desert police have 
accomplished their original cha- 
rge. Like Iheir urban cou- 
nterparts. they are now providing 
more routine services— such as 
helping a stranded person— along 
with their peace-keeping fun- 
ctions. 

But there is an obvious pre- 
c.'riousness to the durability of the 
desert police in the long run, 
which parallels the precariousnexs 
of life in the hadia region itself. 
There "are more officers in their 
late 30s and 40s. and fewer young 
desert policemen in their late 
teens or 20s. 

The trend towards sed- 
enlarisation, or settlement, of the 
bedouins will slowly reduce the 
scope of the desert police's duties, 
as they will naturally tend to con- 
centrate on policing work in the 
. urban centres and villages. 

But the spirit of the desert pol- 
ice remains powerfully imp- 
ressive. There is an obvious sense 
of community service among the 
officers, which is natural, perhaps, 
in a corps of professionals serving 
their own families and tribes. 

Most striking of all is their ext- 
raordinary hospitality— a Jor- 
danian trait even more obvious in 
rhe badia than it is in the cities. In 
one dashing example of hos- 
pitality and traditional courtesy, 
we shared our final meal of mensaf 
with the officers at the H-5 post. 
While wc were enjoying the men- 
saf, the officers asked that two 
smugglers being held in the post's 
smalf prison be let out to share our 
food. They sat down with us and 
the policemen, shared the meal, 
the coffee and some lighthearted 
conversation, and returned to 
their cells, to be taken to a court 
hearing the next day, where a civil 
judge would hear their case. 

It's hard to think of such a thing 
happening in any other police sta- 
tion in the world, or to any other 
prisoners or detainees. For the 
Jordanian desert police-, howqver. 
it is all pan of normal activity in 
the line of duty.

international banks, and a $21 
million credit provided by Cit- 
ibank with a guarantee from the 
U.S, Export-import Bank {Exi- 
mbank.]. 

Today's agreement was to ref- 
inance the $21 million Citibank 
loan, including dropping the gua- 
rantee of the Eximbank and rep- 
lacing it with the guarantee of the 
Government of Jordan. 

By doing this, the interest rate 
on the SZl'million Citibank credit 
has been reduced from 2?'e per 
cent to l* 4 per cent over Libor 
tthe London interbank offered 
rate), representing an annual 
saving of about $300,000 to Alia, 
or a total of about $2.4 million 
over the eight years of the loan. 

TTie other $49 million portion 


of the original $70 million loan, 
remains at its J per cent int- 
erest for seven years. That portion 
of the loan is managed by Citibank 
and provided by Arab Bank, 
■Chase Manhattan. Bank of Ame- 
rica. Crocker National Bank. 
American Security Bank and 
Bank of Montreal. 

The refinancing agreement was 
signed Here today for Alia by Mr. 
-Fanek. and for Citibank by Mr. 
Radford West, from Citibank's 
London-based merchant banking 
arm. Citicrop Internationa! Bank 
Ltd. 

The refinancing of the loan ref- 
lects well on the creditworthiness 
of both Alia and the Jordanian 
government. Mr. Fanek and Mr. 
West both said, particularly in that 
the government’s guarantee has 
been accepted in place of the Exi- 


mbank guarantee. 

The next step. Mr. F;mek said, is 
for Alia to secure multi-million 
dollar international loans on its 
own power, without needing even 
a guarantee from the Jordanian 
government. He hinted that such a 
deal is now' being arranged, tho- 
ugh the likelihood is for a small 
loan at first. 

The refinancing also reflects 
recent changes in the international 
credit markets. Mr. Fanek said, 
with borrowers having a strong 
position today in view of the 
bank’s excess liquidity. 

The regular repayment of the 
first three instalments of the $70 
million loan also helps prove the 
airline's creditworthiness as an 
international borrower. Mr. 
Fanek said. Of the original $70 
million credit, only $59. 5 million 
now' remains to be repaid, he said.

He said the Central Bank will 
continue its policy' of redeeming 
all bonds that it "issued up until 
Jan. 1. 1979. or about JD 45 mil- 
lion of government development 
bonds now held by investors. 

But the next issue of gov- 
ernment bonds will be completely 
different, he said. The next issue, 
expected in March, will be dividedl 
into two lots. The first lot will have 
an interest rate of 6'- - b'-a per 
cent, and will be redeemable at the 
■ Central Bank at par value, as the 
old bond issues were and still are. 
But the second lot of the new 


issue will carry a higher interest 
rate of 8 pier cent, and will not 
enjoy any buy-back commitment 
from the Central Bank. The hig- 
her interest rate, the Central Bank 
governor said, should make the 
second lot of bonds more att- 
ractive to investors, who would 
then buy and sell the bonds from 
each other via the stock exchange, 
instead of through the Central 
Bank. 

He also said the Central Bank 
will undertake "open market ope- 
rations" -- that is it will buy and 
sell bonds on the stock exchange 
floor "according to the liquidity of 
the market and the general eco- 
nomic conditions in the country." 

“The Central Bank will conduct 
a policy of discretionary int- 
ervention in the market if and 
when we feel this is justified and 
when monetary circumstances 
warrant this." Dr. Nabulsi said. 
He also said the Central Bank has 
already installed its own observer 
at the stock exchange to follow 
bond trading activity there at first 
hand. 

' He also confirmed the Central 
Bank would continue to issue an 
average of JD 15-20 million of 
bonds and Treasury Bills every 
year for the coming three years at 
least. 

He also indicated satisfaction 
with the new trend towards syn- 
dication of loans for local firms 
among local banks u move which 
he saw as the result of informal 
pressure by the government mon- 
etary' authorities acting through 
the slate's Specialised Credit 
Oumcil. 

"Commercial banks are starting 
to lend money to development 
projects and industrial companies 
for periods of up to ten \ cars. This 
signals the first really serious' 
move by Jordanian commercial 
bunks to lend to development sch- 
emes." Dr. Nabulsi said. 

This will be spurred along by the 
tax law changes which give ind- 
ustrial public shareholding com- 
panies a lower lax rate than other 
companies. Dr. Nabulsi predicted.

.nd the Community's health 
bill-part of which is spent on car- 
ing for people disabled hy 
smoking— has been increasing 
sharply, without a proportionate 
improvement in public health. 

The nine member countries of 
the Community have decided to 
seek a common approach towards 


tobacco advertising in the light of 
statistics compiled by the Eur- 
opean Commission. They suggest 
thai smoking among women has 
even increased, while men are 
smoking slightly less than before 
and young people show little cha- 
nge. 

Detailed proposals for a com- 
plete bun on tobucco and cigarette 
advertising throughout the Com- 
munity have already been placed 
before the European Commission 
by the powerful Bureau of Con- 
sumers' Consultative Committee 
tCCC).

The European Commission att- 
ributes a three per cent decline in 
the number of French smokers to 
the success of various anti- tobacco 
information campaigns. For the 
first time in a decade, sales of tob- 
acco products in France have dec- 


reased by 1 .9 per cent. At the beg- 
inning of 1970. 43-44 per cent of 
French adults smoked, 'but by 
1977 the percentage had dropped 
to 40. Smoking habits have hardly 
changed in the rest of the Com- 
munity, however. 

Meanwhile, the cost of medical 
care has increased drastically -by 
ISO per cent in real terms in Fra- 
nce between 1966 and 1975. for 
example, and by 60 per cent in 


Britain during the same period. 

This is in line with statistics pre- 
sented by CCC which suggest that 
the social cost of smoking in ind- 
ustrial societies tends to be som- 
ething like three times the total tax 
revenue raised from the sale of 
tobacco products. Social cost in 

the bureau's accounting com prises 
sickness benefit payments, med- 
ical care, including the price of 
medicines, the number of work 
days lost and damage caused by 
fire as a result of smoking. 

CCC presented its statistics and. 
•recommendations to the Eur- 
opean .Commission shortly hefore 
the decision by the member cou- 
ntries to evolve a joint policy on 
advertising restrictions and to 


seek a new approach to anli- 
• smoking campaigns. The enn- 
. sumer organisation may well con- 
tinue to exert considerable inf- 
luence in the bargaining process 
leading to an agreement on Eur- 
ope's common anti-smoking mea- 
sures. • 

Italy* banned tobacco adv- 
ertising in 1962 and prohibited the 
use of tobacco in public places 
three years ago. CCC wants sim- 
ilar measures to he enforced thr- 
oughout the Community. 

The only exception to the adv- 
ertising ban would be tob- 
acconists’ shops. But then -the inf- 
ormation would have to he 
complete— and include the tar.

Rio de Janeiro is the gateway to 
irazil for most visitors from tior- 
hem climes.

It has abundant 
lOfols. restaurants (but few in the 
ourmet class), nightclubs and 
iscotheques. museums, churches 
nd views so dazzling that even the 
iconic turn eloquent. 

Most visitors gravitate to the

mes like Copacabana and 1 pu- 
ma. where they can happily fry 
^ a beach or beside a hotel swi- 
lri.ung pool, helping themselves 
3 Jxbt ic fruits temptingly dis- 
layeJ on pool side buffet tables, 
niching sunsets that are glorious 
nd vulgar, so violent is their eol- 
uring, listening to the surf and 
ounting the stars in a cloudless 
ight .skv.

son a day at one of Rio's new coa- 
stal hotels, which house scores of 
shops, restaurants, nightclubs and 
big-scale, high-cost “Brazil by- 
night" floor shows, they need 
never stray from their lodgings. 

At a price they cun cushion 
themselves from what one irate 
visitor described “the biggest 
rip-off joint in the world". 

The problem starts at Rio's 
Galeao Airport, for the visitor 
who fails to notice green and ora- 
nge posters plastered over the 
walls, advising him to take a co-op 
taxi to his destination. 

The co-ops have well-marked 
sales counters inside the airport 
building. Having passed through 
Customs, the visitor would do well 
to go straight to a counter, state his 
destination, and buy his taxi tic- 
ket. 

Jet lag from a 1 0.1 2 or 14-hour 
flight should not deviate him. 
Otherwise he will be enticed by an 
offer of “Taxi. SenhorT* and find 
himseir in a cab. paying, in adv- 
ance 575 to SI 00 or more for a 
ride to Copacabana that currently 
costs S 1 4 in a co-op taxi. 

If he gasps, he will be shown an 
“official'' printed tariff with 
names of hotels and "official 
fares". If he is still not convinced 
and demands a receipt he will rec- 
eive a useless piece oLpaper. 
There is no redress. The airport 
administration's files bulge wirh 
visitors' complaints-to no avail. 


He may suffer a further blow: 
having paid his SI-GO. he could be 
driven a kilometre or so of the 30. 
kilometres to “Cepa". then dro- 
pped by the highway. 

The driver claims "rhe pirate cab 
has suffered a "breakdown", but 
as soon as his hapless passenger 
disembarks he drives off at ama- 
zing speed for a broken down veh- 
icle to catch another victim in min- 
imum time. 

Rio's cruising laws also trap vis- 
itors. The sight of a foreign face or 
bearing makes fares leap mys- 
teriously from an average of $2* to 
S5 or more, or the driver runs out 
of change. (A myth: Rio's taxi dri- 
vers have abundant change, even 
for large notes.) 

But there is a lot more to Brazil 
than Rio's predatory taxi drivers. 
Potential tourist assets are abu- 
ndant and often spectacular. 
White sanded beaches cover (he 
coastline from far south to north 
east. The south Atlantic is not get- 
ting cleaner, thanks to dumping of 
polluting chemicals by passing 
vessels, hut it is still fit for swi- 
mming. surfing. sailing, scuba div- 
ing and fishing. 

inland Brazil is rich in mou- 
ntains and valleys, waterfalls and 
rapids, forgotten hamlets and thr- 
iving cities with ail modem com- 
forts. 

Domestic airlines are not cheap, 
hut the punctuality and regularity 
of flights aH over the country.

space for arm's and legs, quality of 
ftxxJ (on real not plastic, plates) 
and the amount of Free drink dis- 
pensed are all exceptional. 

There is vast range of air- 
conditioned buses with reclining 
seats and chemical toilets running 
from south to north, east to west, 
day and night, for those who have 
the lime and money to spend tra- 
velling. and a desire to sec the 
"nation that is continent" from 
the ground. 

Brazil's towns or cities display 
graceful vestiges of the Por- 
tuguese colonial past, and fut- 


uristic piles of glass and steel, 
mansions of the wealthy, and tee- 
ming slums of the poor. The adv- 
enturous traveller can seek out 
exotica of Afro-1 ndiun culture 
mixed with Roman Catholic piety, 
or the depths of the Amazon, jou- 
rneying by river, on the lookout 
for alligators, boa constrictors, 
brightly -plumed birds and bizarre 
fish. 

Brazil ahounds in fruits and 
vegetables characteristic of the 
tropics - papaya, pineapple, 
guava, mangoes and limes, avo- 
cado. squash and sweet potatoes. 


Drinks are concocted from juices 
of passion fruit, quince, tamarind, 
persimmon, lemons and oranges, 
laced with rum or not, as taste 
requires. 

Ice-cold Brazilian-brewed lager 
can be found even in hackwaters. 
though a more unusual treat is 
coconut water, sipped through a. 
straw straight from the shell, after 
a machete has neatly severed the 
lop of the coconut. 

Unlike Chileans or Argentines. 
Brazilians are not habitual wine 
drinkers. The poor quality of 
mass-marketed wines, sold "with 


names of imagincry chateaux, ref- 
lects this. 

For discriminating travellers 
who do not like beer or Coca Cola, 
however, there are a Few. limited 
quantity reserves served in belter 
•hotels or restaurants that do not 
suffer from comparison with mod- 
erate European vintages. 

Lovers of Scotch, however, 
would be advised to leave their 
taste at home: at $4.50 a shot in 
hotels or bars. Scotch is not only 
prohibitive, it is also unlikely to 
come from a Highland glen, wha- 
tever the label savs. It max be local

st Xerox in earlier anti-trust ruling 


HARTFORD, Connecticut, Dec. 
30 (R) — A federal judge ves-' 
terday threw out a S37.3 million 
award made by a jury to SCM cor- 
poration in an anti-trust suit aga- 
inst Xerox Corporation. 

U.S. District JiiHge Jon New- 
man ruled there was no legal basis 
for a monetary award but said he 
would consider non-monetary rel- 
ief. 

The jury made the award in 
August after a 14-month trial in 
which it concluded that Xerox exc- 
luded SCM from the office cop-

Declarer won the ace 1 of 
dubs, cashed the ace of 
diamonds and ruffed a dia- 
mond in bis hand. Then he 
ruffed a club in dummy, 
crossed to the ace of hearts 
and ruffed another club. A 
diamond ruff brought the 
band to the crucial point. 

Declarer had already 
scored four trump tricks via 
ruffs, and needed only three 
move. But new he was in a 
position to prevent a damag- 
ing owerruff. He led a club 
and took care to ruff with 
dummy's ace, as East 
discarded. Now came 
another diamond, ruffed with 
the king. This lime West 
sluffed. 

Declarer needed one more 
trick.

U.S. Air Force 
finds defective 
parts in mast of 
its C-130 planes 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (R) — 
The Air Force said yesterday that 
six out of seven of its 700 C-130 
Hercules transport planes gro- 
unded recently have been found to 
have defective engine control cab- 
les. 

The four-engine turboprop air- 
craft were grounded earlier this 
month when all five crew mem- 
bers were killed in a C-130 crash. 
Before the crash the pilot reported 
engine control problems. 

An air force spokesman said all 
but ten of the 700 C-l3Us had 
been inspected and returned to 
service. He said 600 aircraft wen: 
found to have one or more broken 
cable strands or corrosion in the 
pulley system. 

Other counrries which own 
C-I3fls have been notified of the 
cable problem. They include Bri- 
tain, Australia, Canada, Iran. Isr- 
ael. Brazil. Pakistan and Sweden. 


Xerox, which had defended its- 
elf by claiming that SCM had cha- 
llenged it in virtually all its mar- 
kets, described the judge's dec- 
ision yesterday as a victory for the 
U.S. Patent system. 

But SCM said it would appeal. 
It said it was confident that higher 
courts would reject Judge New- 
man's "novel and restrictive view 
of the anti-trust laws, ultimately 
reinstating the jury verdict in fav- 
our of SCM." 

In his ruling. Judge Newman 
recounted the financial risks ent- 
ailed in developing the copying 
process and said the inevitable 
conflict between anti-trust and 
patent laws should be resolved in 
Xerox's favour.

MANILA, Dec. 30 (R) - The Philippines has asked Communist countries 
including the Soviet Union and China to help resettle the 2,300 Vietnamese 
refugees crammed on board the rusting freighter Tung An in Manila Bay, 
diplomatic sources said today. 


Deputy Foreign Minister Jose 
Ingles, who earlier -appealed to 19 
Western countries for help, also 
called in Vietnamese ambassador 
Vu Tien vote rd ay to explain his 
country's attitude toward the exo- 
dus. the sources said. 

Unlike Thursday’s meeting with 
Western and Japanese diplomats, 
yesterday's meeting was not off- 
icially publicised and no details 
were released. The Soviet and 
Chinese ambassadors were also 
present at yesterday's meeting. 


the sources said. 

More than 60 per cent of those 
on hoard the Tung An are ethnic 
Chinese. The freighter arrived 
here three days ago after being 
towed out of Brunei last week. 

The Philippines say the refugees 
cannot land because its facilities 
are already overtaxed with more 
than 2.000 refugees who had arr- 
ived earlier in small boats.

MEXICO CITY. Dec. 30 
(Rh- Buoyed by the discovery of* 
new oil resources. Mexico fates 
1979 with renewed optimism, 
confident it can set the stage for 
accelerated ecomomic growth in 
the years ahead. 

But the optimism is somewhat 
tempered by the realisation that 
many grave problems remain and 
oil is not a cure-all for everything. 

"For Mexico to depend exc- 
lusively on petroleum us the magic 
remedy for all its ills would be long 
range national suicide.” Mr. Jorge 
Diaz, director general of the state 
oil company Pemex. has said. 

Among the many problems — 
and classic ingredients for social 
revolt — arc unemployment, inf- 
lation, high population growth, 
balance of payments deficits, une- 
qual distribution of wealth, low 
agricultural productivity and a 
high illiteracy level. 

That Mexico, despite its pro- 
blems. h;Ls remained politically 
stable in a continent noted for mil- 
itary dictatorships, is in itself a 
unique achievement. 

In addition lo its own domestic 
problems. Mexico is further bur- 
dened by its relations with the 
United States. Mexico is fin- 
ancially and commercially dep- 
endent’ on its neighbour— about 95 
per cent of this Latin nation's fin- 
ancial operations are in dollars 
and 65 per cent of its commerce is 
with rhe U.S. 

Foreign Minister Santiago Roe) 
has said Mexico's main problems 
are with the U.S. and only bv tre- 
ating each other as equals can dif- 
ferences be resolved. With their 
oil clout, the Mexicans are no lon- 
ger content to act as juniur par- 
tners of Washington. 

Diplomatic observers believe a 
change in relationship between 
the countries aiuld come about 
when President Jimmy Carter arr- 
ives here in February' for an off- 
icial visit. 

Most promising source 

Beat use of unrest in Iran and 
continuing problems in the Middle 
East. Mexico is now seen by the 
U.S. as its newest, most promising 
and stable source of petroleum for 
the next decade. 

According to official statistics 
Mexico has proven reserves of 
20.240 million barrels of oil, pro- 
bable reserves of 37 billion barrels 
and potential reserves of 2(H) bil- 
lion barrels. A major discovery 
made recently could add another 
1 00 billion barrels to potential 
reserves. From an average daily 
production this year of 1 .5 million 
barrels and exports of 500.000 
barrels, daily output next year will 
rise to about two million barrels 
and exports to 717.1)00 barrels. 

The increased exports coupled 



with a price hike of 14.5 percent 
decreed by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) will mean at least $3.7 
billion in oil revenue for Mexico, 
almost double what it expects to 
earn this year. 

Mexico’ is not a member of 
OPEC and sells its oil at prices 
generally higher than those peg- 
ged by the organisation. The bulk 
of the oil goes til the U.S and could 
become an important (actor in 
reducing Washington's dep- 
endence on OPEC supplies. 

Other priorities 

There is no doubt that ener^v 
development remains Mexico s 
number one economic priori!; . 
but officials are quick to stress !h;:t 
other sectors are not being for- 
gotten. 

Annual agricultural production 
lags behind population growth 
and Mexico still cannot feed itsell 
About $3 billion have been sei 
aside for agriculture in the gov- 
ernmem's new budget and off- 
icials are hopeful of an imp- 
rovement in food output. 

The budget is seen by eco- 
nomists here as having clear exp- 
ansionist tones. The government 
expects growth in Gross Domestic 
Product in the new year to reach 
about h.5 per cent, compared *JiiiIi 
six per cent this year and 3.2 per 
cent in 1977. 

It also expects to peg inflation i~ 
a more loicrahlc level of between 
12 to 13 percent compared to i« ;

Communists may be asked to h 
lessen world economic ineqyit 


RUNAWAY BAY, Jamaica. 
Dec. 30 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt is w 
suggest that the Communist world 
joins the so-called North-South 
dialogue which aims to establish a 
fairer international economic sys- 
tem. 

This was the only concrete res- 
ult to emerge from 14 hours of 
talks here between leaders of 
seven countries representing the 
rich, poor and in-between nations 
of ihe world. 

Jamaican Prime Minister Mic- 
hael Manley, who convened the 
two-day meeting, had insisted 
he l ore hand that its object was to 
discuss world economic problems 
in an informal setting, not to neg- 
otiate or make derisions. 

Mr. Schmidt told a press con- 
ference when the summit ended 
last night that he would propose 
that the Soviet Union, its East 
European allies and China should 
join the three-year-old and so far 
largely fruitless North-South dia- 
logue. 

The key lo the dialogue is the 
proposal for a series of agr- 
eements to prevent wild flu- 
ctuations in the prices of vital 
commodities such as wheat, sugar, 
coffee, copper and tin.
